Philipp’nes. 

The central ot main crater of Taal ts 
nearly round, Its dlumeter on an air line 
north and south is 6.283 feet and: the 
east-west diameter 7.546 feet. The 
edge of this crater is somewhat it 
ular, but is nowhere broken through, 
its highest point standing at only 1.050 
feet above sea level and its lowest at 
426 feet.

escape steam and sulphurons gas in 


varying quantities.

boiling and very turbulent water to as- 
sume all imaginable colors, The aque- 
ous vapor ping is sufficient to form 
a broad, smokelike column which ts 
visible especially during the night and 
in the early morning. 

At some distance and before reach- 
ing the edge of the crater, where na 
view of the bottom can be obtained, 
the rumbling sound produced by the 
escaping vapor, under the Influence of 
the. mysterious subterranean forces, 
can be heard like that of an immense 
boiling kettle. 

The greatest eruption of Taal took 
place in 1754. The eruption began on 
May 13 and did not end till Dec. 1. 
During this dreadful time the intensity |

The 109 law libraties contained in 
1908 a total of 1.975.014 bound volumes 
and 62.125 pamphlets. Of these Nbra- 
ries twenty-eight had over 25,000 vol- 
umes and five more than 50,000 vol- 
umes. 

The largest law libraries In the United 
States are, according to publisbed re- 
ports, Harvard, with 102,826 volumes; 
New York state law library, 83,554 
volumes; Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York, 75,722 volumes; New 
York Law institute, 67,398 volumes, 
and Law Asssociation of Philadelphia, 
60,223 volumes.—Boston Heruld. 


The Highest Clouds. 

During. the. last year » scientist at- 
tached to one of the bureaus at Wash- 
ington ‘has been engdyed in measuring 
the height of clouds by photography. 
Simultaneous pictures of a cloud are 
made by two cameras placed 600 feet 
apart and connected by telegraph wires. 
From the amount of .displncement ,of 
the cloud caused.by viewing it alter- 
nately from each end of the 600 foot 
base line its height can be calculated. 
Some of the “mackerel sky” clouds 
photographed were seveo and a quar- 
ter miles bigh, The lo t clouds 
whose elevation was thus/mepsured be- 
longed to the type kno cirrus or 
“eurl cloud,” the height of which was 
a little more than. seventeen miles.— 
London Globe.
